One of Champion’s oldest farmers. 
Carl D. Paulson, committed suieide oi 
Thursday, August 22nd. His farm 
was one mile north of Champion. 

Mr. Paulson was last seen alive or. 
the morning of the 22nd by his hirer 
man, going in the direction of an oh 
granary. As hfe was missing after that 
a search was instituted and the dea< 
body was found in the granary at half 
past nine at night. An empty botth 
which had contained strychnine v;a 
laying by his side. Coroner Humph 
ries of Lethbridge was immediate!) 
sent for. He saw the body and decid 
ed thri circumstances did r.ot just if > 
an inquest. The only reason given to 
the suicide is that Mr. Paulson ha 
been in very bad health for the pas 
four or five years. 

Mr. Paulson, who has been in tin 
Champion district for some time, was 
CO years of age. He was well known 
throughout the district, and was in 
very good .circumstances. In addition 
to his half-section farm at Champior 
he own a section of land north of Reis 
Hill and land in Saskatchewan an< 
North Dakota. The fhneral took 
place from Champion on Saturday,. 
August 24th, the arangements being

The farmers for whom the “shock 
tropps” work will pay the regular 
price per acre for the stopking, and 
the man will turn the money earned 
pver to the Red Cross Society. It is 
expected that in the neighborhood of 
$100 can be raided in this manner.—

NO GRAIN IS TO BE 
SHIPPED FROM ALBERTA 

So That Grain For Seed And 
Consumption May Be 
Kept In Province 

An order issued by the board of 
grain supervisors for Canada this 
week provides that no grain shall be 
shipped out of the province of Alberta 
and that no grain shall be transferred 
by any railway company inside Alber¬ 
ta without permit from the board. 
[This prohibition is for the purpose of 
' insuring a sufficient supply, of good 
seed grain for the province, and a suf¬ 
ficient supply of grain for local con- 
| sumption other than seed. 

This embargo will continue in effect 
until proper authorities have had an 
opportunity to provide seed grain, or 
until actual receipts of grain in count¬ 
ry elevators warrant removal of the 
embargo.

It would be idle to 
presume, for instance, that at present 
there are real grounds for the assimi¬ 
lation ef the two bodies into one whole 
Labour has for a number of years been 
alienated from work and interest of 
Church. There has been no antagon¬ 
ism; lather ha3 it been a reluctance on 
the pait of Labour to become an active 
pa: - ner in an organization which lack¬ 
ed a display of interest in the advance¬ 
ment of Labour; whatever has been 
gained by the latter Jias been by its 
own efforts rather than through any 
efforts of the Church, .‘he mightiest 
institution in the world. For its part, 
the Church, if it is to embrace Labom 
must rise to the occasion. “Is the 
Church cafe for Democracy?” is .‘he 
ciuestion not only of a minister of the 
United Stater; it is the question lab¬ 
our is asking, too. Labour, which it 
after all, Democracy, is being fought 
for in the war, and the world is being 
made safe lor But after the hum¬ 
an strife and bloodshed inevitable tc 
struggle and victory there is a highei 
part to play, the fulfilment of destiny 
Who will help and guide, and from 
where will the inspiration spring? 

There is the sphere of the Church. 
In .‘he welding together into a com¬ 
mon brotherhood of the varioas ele¬ 
ments of mankind the Church can find 
its mission. In the failure to perceive 
this before is no less the fault of one 
than the other. But let us hope .‘hat 
the time for ambiguous relationship 
is over and that the way will be open¬ 
ed up to a definite understanding the 
one toward the other in order that 
there may be full harmony of direc¬ 
tion and purpose in the future. The 
day of Labour has assuredly dawned; 
it rerts with the Church to be a guid¬ 
ing partner in the future.

"The board of super¬ 
visors had much, information regard¬ 
ing the crop, many and varied estim¬ 
ates running all the way from 10,000,- 
000 to 30,000,000 bushels of wheat for

Great Britain’s contribution to the 
uccess of the Allies was made public 
here on the eve of the fourth annniver 
;ary of the United Kingdom’s ert- 
• ance upon the war, by the British Bu¬ 
reau of Information of the British 
Var Mission. 

The bureau which enumerates a- 
nong other things the fact that Great 
Jritain and her colonies have raised 
,000,000 soldiers, of whom 500,000 
>ave been slain and 2,000,000 arc 
vounded or missing. England, her- 
tlf, it is said, has furnished CO pei 
.ent. of the fighters and suffered 76 
per cent of the casualties. 

British soldiers have fought on seven 
teen fronts in the past four years, in¬ 
cluding Belgium, France, Italy, Serbia 
Greece, Russia, Palestine, Mesopotam¬ 
ia, China and North, East and West 
Africa. 

The British expenditure of\ifle am¬ 
munition per week is now sixty-five 
times greater than the average weekly 
expenditure during the first ten 
months of the struggle. The machine 
*un output is thirty-nine times great¬ 
er. The Ministry of Munitions now 
handles 50,000,000 articles a week and 
: n addition to more than ninety arse¬ 
nals, Great Britain has 5,046 Govern¬ 
ment-controlled factories, all working 
night and day on munitions and sup¬ 
plies. 

The British navy has trebled its 
personnel and doubled its fighting 
armament sinee entering the conflict. 
It and the merchant marine have tran? 
ported overseas 13,000,000 men, 2,000,- 
000 tons of explosives, 51,000,000 tons 
of oil and fuel, and 130,000,000 tons of 
food and other stores. 

The ill-omened word “kultur” comes 
in for a savage analysis. Professor 
von Seyden in the first frenzy of the 
war, said: “The Germans are th**- 
elect people of the earth. They will 
accomplish their destiny, which is to 
rule the world and to guide all other 
nations for their common happiness.’’ 

The bureau answers von Seyden by 
presenting a table of the worst forms 
of crime committed in Germany and 
England during the ten years, 189T- 
1907, as follows:

Chickens can be readily taught to 
feed by lamplight; this is a great con¬ 
venience, as it is desirable that the 
time of feeding be spaced as nearly 
as possible twelve hours apart.
